TO FIGHT PHUA. 
FARE INCREASE 


Harrisburg, Jan. 30 (ZP)—Immedi­ 
ate court action was in prospect to­ 
day in an effort to prevent state- 
approved increased trolley and bus 
fares in Philadelphia from becom­ 
ing effective on February 5. 
The public utility commission late 
yesterday ruled the proposed new 
fares of the Philadelphia T rans­ 
portation company were "fair and 
reasonable" which perm itted them 
to go into effect on th a t date. 
However, Frank F. Truscott, Phil­ 
adelphia city solicitor, said the city 
will ask the state supreme court 
"at once" to delay effectiveness of 
the higher fares, pending a deci­ 
sion on an appeal to th a t tribunal. 
The new fares approved by the 
commission established a basic rate 
of four tokens for 35 cents instead 
of the existing rate of two tokens 
for 15 cents and an increase in the 
cash fare from eight to ten cents. 
"We will im m ediately take an 
appeal to the superior eourt and en­ 
deavor to secure a writ of super­ 
sedeas asking the superior court to 
prohibit imposition of the new rates 
until the court hears the case," 
Truscott said in Philadelphia.
